A young man in the older communitiM 


of the Eaat, reading of the marvelous 
growth of this new Western country, 
often asks himself whether he could not 
wisely join, the ranks of the next annual 
migration. 
No doubt the question, 


"Shall I go West?" is the uppermost 
problem in tho minds of thousands oi 
the young men of the East, who have 
still their careers to make, and havo not 
yet gained a secure and promising toot- 
ing in the business world. It is a ques- 
tion which each mast answer for himself, 
and concerning which no advice can be 
given that would be of universal appli- 
cation. It would be a grievous mistake 
to suppose that a change of longitude 
alone insures success. Idlenees,, incom- 
potency, and a nerveless, drifting dispo- 
sition, have no better chance in Montana 
than in Massachusetts. 
Indeed, there 


are some men who run along fairly well 
in the East, in the grooves of custom 
and of established acquaintance and 
business connections, who would make 
lamentable shipwreck if set adrift in a 
new Western community. 


On the other hand, tho chances for a 


young man of average pluck and ener- 
gy are unquestionably much better in 
the West than in the East. 
He shares 


the advantages of being among the first 
to open a fresh store-house of natural 
wealth. Ho gets the first dividend on 
the increase of value resulting from 
bringing population upon the soil. The 
land he buys for three or four dollars an 
acre, or gets for nothing by homestead 
settlement, soon becomes worth ten or 
fifteen. If he embarks in trade or in any 
mechanical pursuit, his wares or his 
services are in brisk demand, because 
all tho new-comers arouad him require 
goods and implements. 
Then thore is a 


certain stimulus in tho moral atmos- 
phere caused by the ambitions and en- 
ergies of a new community full of hope 
and activity, which makes hardships 
easy to bear and causes buoyancy of 
spirits. 


Western people find it hard to make 


their friends in the East understand just 
what they mean when they speak of the 
difference in the business and social 
tone of the two sections. 
It is a differ- 


ence to bo felt rather than defined. 
There is vastly more energy and more 
hope per capita, of the population in 
new communities than old, and the im- 
migrant feels at once the resulting stim- 
ulus. It braces up the listless and the 
desponding, and makes even the most 
active man conclude that there Is a deal 
more in him in the- way of work and 
ideas than ho supposed. Many a youne 
man who would havo remained a clerE 
or small-salaried employee of some kind 
all his life, had he stayed in tbe East, 
becomes, amid the larger opportunities 
of the West, ti "leading citizen," and 
the owner of a fine farm or a prosperous 
business. 


The young man going West can, 


therefore, count upon the opportunities 
of obtaining good land at small cost, the 
business openings growing out of tho 
wanta of a now community, and the 
moral incentive that comes from con- 
tact with hopeful, enterprising people. 
If he doe,s not succeed In gaining a full 
measure of independence in the course 
of ton years, the reason will lie in his 
own disposition. 
He will either lack 


energy and capacity, or he will be so 
mnch'a creature of habit nnd so thor- 
oughly the outgrowth of an older civil- 
ization that he can not adjust himself to 
the new environments. Thore are men, 
as well as trees, that will not thrive 
when transplanted. 
Theintending emi- 


grant would do well to study his own 
disposition carefully, and make sure 
that he is not of that kind.— The Cen- 
tura.

Tho 'Washington Slave Mart 
('•on KcmimsofiKM'B liy J<>lm Wcntworth. 
Washington was, in 1848, tho 


greatest slave mart in tho United 
States. 
Within sight of the capitol, 


not far from the lower gate, and 
near, if not upon the land where the 
public garden now is, was a building 
with a largo yard around it, inclosed 
with a high fence. 
Thither slaves 


were brought from all the slave hold- 
ing region, like cattle to tho Chicago 
stock yards, and locked up until sold. 
There wero regular auction days for 
those not disposed of at private sale. 
Tho Chicago fire destroyed a hard 
cracker which I had preserved as a 
specimen by which purchasers tested 
the ago of slaves. And to this day, 
if there is anything that the average 
southern negro does not know it is 
his own age. The blaves wero placed 
upon a block, and when a question 
rose as to ago the auctioneer request- 
ed them to bite from a cracker, which 
all slave auctioneers kept for such 
occasions. Tho theory was that whilo 
a slave could masticate well he could 
work. 
Nearly all the labor of Wash 


ington was performed by slaves, 
many of whom were hired from tho 
neighboring "-late-,. 
The slaves wero 


expected 
t i collect 
their 
wages 


monthly, and take them home on 
some'Saturday night. 
One morning 


I missed my boots, find whon I went 
for the bootblack he was missing also 
After a few days I saw a procession 
of captured slaves, who had sought 
their liberty in a Potomac schooner, 
chained two and two, conducted to 
the slave pen; and there I noticed 
my bootblack trudging iilong in my 
boots.

Goyer, was hanged in the jail yard 
this morning in the presence of about 
fifty persons. 
Matthews was attend- 


ed by three ministers, and conducted 
himself on tho scaflbld with great 
firmness, bidding good-byo to all in 
a clear, htrong voice 
Although the 


drop was nearly oiglit lett, his neck 
was not broken, and it was more than 
20 minutes before the physicians de 
cided that ho was deid. 
Matthews 


was not quite 21 years of age. 


Tho crime for which llatthows was 


hanged was OJB of the most sensa- 
tional in tho annah of tho country. 
He had been engaged to his victim. 
Miss Anna Geyer, for over a year, 
but on account of his dissipated hab 
its she had broken with him. 
For 


this he shot her down on Sunday af- 
ternoon, May 28, last, in a little grove 
just east of the city, where she and a 
number of hfr girl companions had 
gone for recreation and to inspect 
the arrangements 
that had boon 


made for a picnic to be held the fol- 
lowing day by tho German Methodist 
Episcopal Sabbath school, of which 
they wore all members. 
Matthews 


took her apart from the rest and 
tried to get her to take him back, 
and on her refusal he shot her 
through tho heart, killing her in- 
stantly. 


During an interview with a report- 


er ve-iterday Matthews said: "I have 
made my peace with God, and know 
that I will go straight to heaven. 
The girl I killed I lovo better than 
all tho world, and she is waiting for 
me up there, where I will dwell in 
happiness with her. 
Governor Cul- 


lom was a hard hearted man not to 
commute my sentence. I'm only a 
boy, 
20 years old, and the peniten- 


tiary for life ought to have satisfied 
tho demands of justice." 


A close watch was kept upou him 


daring his last hours, no one being 
permitted to soo him except his rela- 
tives and thoso who could secure a 
permit from the sheriff, and these 
only in the presence of tho jailor or 
other officer. 
Matthews' aged moth- 


er and father visited him yesterday, 
and wero permitted to stand in the 
jail corridor and talk to him through 
tho grating. The mother knelt down 
on tho stone floor and prayed fer- 
vently for him. 
The father was so 


overcome with grief that ho had to 
bo taken away. 


The father of the murdered girl 


expressed his indignation that tho 
gallows had not been built above the 
walls BO,all tho people could witness 
tho ignominious death of his daugh- 
ter's slayer 


ST. Loris, Jan. 12.—There is great 


excitement hero over tho disappear- 
ance of Miss Zerelde Garrison, a 
young girl of 17, remfirkable for her 
beauty, and ono of the belles of the 
city. 
She was last seen alive last 


Saturday, when a little after one 
o'clock she left the residence of hoi- 
uncle, O. L. Garrison, accompanied 
by her sister, Mrs. Morris, nnd came 
down town to tho corner of Fifth 
and Olive streets. She there took a 
i-treet car for Wild Hunter's, the tor 
umus of tlio car lino, iu the extreme 
southern part of tho city. 
Tho con- 


ductor of tho cnr remembers her dis- 
tinctly. 
When she got off tho, car 


at Wild Hunter's she asked to be di- 
rected to the Convent of tho Sacred 
Heart, which w only a dozon blocks 
r.way. 
Since then Miss 
Garrison 


has cot boon seen or hoard from. 
The conductor noticed on the car 
platform four rough looking men of 
tho hoodlum stamp, and they com- 
mented during the journey on Miss 
Garrison's handsome appearance, 
They haul she was the most beauti- 
ful \\oman they had ever seen ou 
the cars. It is supposed that these 
men had something to do with the 
disappciu Ance (if tho young lady, 
and mo-.t horrible suspicions are 
aroused 


Hiss Garrison was returning to 


the Convent to pursue her studies. 
She had not returned since the 
Christmas holidays, having been de- 
tained by the visits of friends. 
She 


had boon studying there for one 
year. 
She always made the journey 


to the convent in n carriage, but her 
uncle's horses wore latno on Sntur 
day. and so she decided to go in a 
street ear. 
Her disappearance was 


not known to the family or tho po- 
lice until yesterday afternoon, as 
her relatives thought sho was at the 
Convent, and the Sisters at the Con- 
vent thought she was at home. 


Zerelda Garrison is only 17, but 


as well developed as a girl of 21. 
She is strikingly 
handsome; hn-> 


brown hair, and ejes full of express 
ion and life. 
Her companion is fair, 


and she is graceful in carriage and 
stylish in appearance, weighs about 
130 pounds. 


All night the detectives and Chief 


of Police Campbell have been search- 
ing the vicinity of the Convent for 
a clew, in vain. 
The men from the 


Vulcan Steel Works, not far away, 
aided in tho search. 
This morning 


tho Sergeant of Police and a squad 
of twenty men examined all the 
ground, but without I'esnlt 


The excitement in the city is in- 


tense, and the probable fate of the 
poor girl is the universal theme of 
conversation. 
The police are ac- 


tively at work, and so far their ef- 
forts have resulted in nothing. 


The Sacred Heart Convent is a no- 


ted Catholic educational institution, 
situated about five miles south of the 
center of the city, and enjoys a high 
reputation. The vicinity of the Con- 
vent is very sparsely settled. 


ST. Louis, Jan. 32.—An Irishman 


known as "drunken Jack Sheehan" 
was locked np yesterday afternoon on 
the charge of having murdered his 
son James, a lad of 17 years.

Raum did not hold hie forces after the 
fiist ballot, and, between threats and 
promisee, tho Cullomi'es captured them 
one by one. Already Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Hamilton is receiving the homage due 
to the Governorship, and there are eandi- 
dftteH for almost every place in the gift of 
the Executive. Tbero will probably be a 
general turning out of the present officials, 
and it is believed that Senators Chi is.

The Cullom men are very jubilant, as 


they have reason to be, and the Governor 
himself is very thankful that the agony is 
almost over. He will breathe f rwr if ho 
gets over next Tuesday without any hitch 
in the proceedings. His friends are al- 
ready talking of him for President of tho 
United States. They say he would bo u 
stronger man than General Logan, be- 
cause he has been somewhat leap conspic- 
uous, and has not as many enemies. Ho 
is regarded as n msfn who, like Hayes, 
would make an available candidate. 
Lonk out for a Presidential boom for 
Ciillom. It would not bo surprising to 
see a struggle for supremacy between 
Gullom and Logan in the next Republi- 
can (State Convention, which will, in 1881, 
appoint delegates to the National Con- 
vention. When that comes, the bo.\s oF 
'the syndicate,' who are supremely happy, 
will be with Cullom. They have Delected 
him BB their Mose«.

•ondition, and being awaro that they 
depreciate iri value when loft exposed to 
he rains, he is careful to put them tin- 
der cover, perhaps in the wood shed ad- 
!oinin<* the dwelling, and frequently for 
he want of :i properly constructed place 
o keep them, he stores thorn in barrels; 
;f he bo a mAii of some caution ho will 
iirst nut them in an iron or tin vessel 
where they are kept until more ashes 
accumulate and need to be removed; he 
then puts them into some wooden ves- 
sel, feeling that it is a perfectly safe 
practice, and as a rule it is, bat there 
are exceptions that come often enough 
to destroy a large amount of property 
every year. 
Foi example, suppose the farmer 


cleans out one stove in the morning.and 
his wife or daughter cleans out another 
after breakfast; the contents of the iron 
vessel is put into a, wooden one, almost 
fresh from tho stove, without a thought 
that such is the case, and if a fire oc- 
curs in cansequenco, how very few will 
remember to inform the insurance com- 
pany of all th« facts relating to tho 
storing of ashes, and how natural to de- 
clare ft must bo incendiarism, a« thoro 
had been no fire in the building.

rels and other wooden vessels. 
It is 


never safe to use wooden vessels until 
the ashes are several weeks old. 


Tho best and safest way is to build a 


brick or stone vault away from all farm 
buildings, where the ashps may all be 


* r,ored that are made during the year, 


nd where they may be loaded into a 
art without lilling "the farm buildings
